In making our report this year, figures speak for themselves and their 
report is gratifying. 

Eleven schools have been maintained in eight school houses. 

In No. 1 extra seats have been used as last year because the number 
of scholars has been greater than the house was planned for. 

In No. 2 four schools have been maintained all the year and five dur- 
ing the summer term because it was deemed hest on account of the crowd- 
ed condition of the schools. 

No. 3 has had the largest and best school for several years. 

The other schools have been about as usual. 

Houses No.3 and 5. have been painted, 5 has been newly shingled 
and put in good repair throughout. 

Other houses need painting and some repairs and should be attended 
to in turn year by year, thus dividing the expense. 

No further repairs could be made this year under the law allowing on- 
ly 5% of school funds for such purposes. 

Under the new law the state school year begins in August and all re- 
ports to the state superintendent must be made then, while the town 
fiscal year begins in April when town reports must be made, thus in- 
creasing the work of the school board and of course the expense. 

Also a yearly census must be made hereafter as it was made last year 
by the truant officer. 

The number of children reported to the state superintendent last year 
by the truant officer, under schoo] age was 402. 
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The truant law has deen enforced the last year as before and the re- 
sult is a larger number of scholars than ever before, 330 against 313 last 
year and 326 the year before. 

Every child in town of school age has attended school or been instruct- 
ed at home. 

The question of transportation is still a vexing one and it would seem 
best that the district should fix the rate per mile and thus relieve the 
board of that unpleasant duty. 

$200. will be needed the coming year for school supplies, which may 
seem a large amount but still is a small one per capita, probably less 
than under the old law. 

All the school funds have beec used to within a very small balance, 
and only 24.6 weeks of schooling provided. 

If some may think the board is extravagant, let them remember that 
many kinds of labor receive greater reward to-day than formerly, and 
that labor is well worth the increase in reward. 

We are pleased at the increasing efficiency of our schools as a whole, 
the excellence of work done in them, the increasing interest of parents 
and a corresponding faithfulness on the part of pupils shown in a larger 
roll of honor and a higher grade of work done in the schools. 

There is no need of leaving Jaffrey to acquire a good, practical, com- 
mon school education, fitting one for any ordinary place in life. ° 

The expense per scholar for schooling the last year has been $ 8 32 
as against $5 13 last year.
